Water, in Middle Ages, | 
Drunk Only as Penance | 


In his volume, ‘The English | 
Medieval Feast,” William Edward 


Mead sets forth a myriad of curi- | 
ous facts about the eating habits 
of those valiant trenchermen, the 
Anglo-Saxons of the Middle ages. | 
Gastronomical habits of the period, 
he shows, were based more often | 
on necessity arising from condi- 
tions under which they live than | 
from national idiosyncrasies, but | 
many of them survive in some form | 
in the present-day recipes. 

It is staggering to compute the | 
amount of beverages (water except- | 
ed) that was regarded then as an | 
average day’s ration in a single 
household. At one feast lasting a | 
week in the home of the Archbishop | 
Neville, brother of the “kingmak- | 
er,” for instance, the guests were 
provided with the equivalent of 
13,000 dozen of wine and 75,600 | 
gallons of ale, he states. The small | 
household of the earl of Northum- | 
berland accounted annually for 1,- | 
100 dozen c€ wine and 42,000 gal- | 


lons of ale. | 


Water in those times was éruck | 
only as a penance, and was known | 
commonly as “rot-gut stuff.” Since | 
sanitation was entirely outside the | 
ken of the wisest of the age, and | 
the quality of any water used for | 
drinking likely to be extremely | 
inferior, it was a wise enough pre- | 
caution to ignore it. 


Birds and the Bible 

There are at least 290 references | 
to birds in the Bible, says the Amer- 
ican Forestry association. Al- 
though 118 of these references are 
to birds in general, 31 species of 
birds are named. 

The dove and eagle, the one as- 
sociated with gentleness and peace 
and the other symbolic of strength 
and courage’ and noted for the 
heights to which it can soar, are 
mentioned more than any of the 
others. Alexander Sprunt, Jr., writ- 
er for the American Forestry as- 
sociation, says that the dove is men- 
tioned 35 times and the eagle 382. 

Other species mentioned | by 
Sprunt, listed according to the num- 
ber of times their names appear, 
are: Raven, cock, hen, owl, pigeon, 
sparrow, stork, pelican, quail, swal- 
low, vulture, ostrich, zittern, pea- 
cock, cormorant, crane, partridge, 
osifrage, osprey, kite, cuckoo, hawk, 
heron, nighthawk, lapwing, glebem, 
swan and gier eagle. 


“Cat”? Upset Tradition 

Cats do not always land on their 
feet, Jay Bruce, mountain lion 
hunter, reported to the California 
fish and game commission. Bruce 
based his statement on a recent lion 
hunt. He and his trained dogs had 
treed a huge male lion in the Sil- 
ver creek country. The big cat, 
which weighed 160 pounds and 
measured seven and one-half feet 
from nose to tip of tail, climbed to 
the 60-foot level in the tree and 
was attempting to get higher when 
it lost its footing and hurtled down- 
ward. While falling it made sev- 
eral complete loops and _ finally 
landed squarely on its back. The 
force of the blow made it uncon- 
scious for several seconds, but it 
soon came to and counter-attacked 
the dogs. Then its career was end- 
ed by a pistol shot.
